iu opposition to the Hull bill for tun 
iacrcaso of the regular army to 100.0UO 
men. 
It Is as follows: 


The minority of the committee dis- 


sent from tho views of the majority 
of the coaimiuw; because tho bill re- 
ported miikts a permanent blumling 
army for the I'nited States of over 
100,000 nion. 
Such nu army is not 


necessary to be maintained in this 
country now, neithtr because of our 
relations to the islands of the sea nor 
because cf any necessity which in the 
past year has arisen in this country 
iUelf. 


Tlie evils of stam'.Sr.s armies are too 


well known to be dilated upon here. 
Such a standing artny as the one pro- 
posed woulti in time of peace be a 
menace to the liberty cf our citizens, 
and in time of war would not be suffi- 
cient to meet successfully the armies 
of the first-class "powers of the world. 
Happily we are so situated that a 
large standing army is not a necessity, 
and would only be a luxury to be sup- 
ported by the taxes of the people. 


it is estimated that the Hull bill 


will cost the people annually the sum 
of $150.000,000. This would he a per- 
manent charge upon the people; $145.- 
000.000 are bein^ annually paid to the 
soldiers of the civil war and the war 
with Spain, thus placing a permanent 
charge of $205,000,000 ujxra the people 
of the United States, and this to main- 
tain the military establishment alone, 
to say nothing of the navy. The pas- 
sage of his biii means the practical 
destruction cf the national guard and 
tho volunteer troops of the states. 
With such a largo standing army the 
citizen soldiery cf the country would 
fael that it '»as not necessary to pre- 
pare icr •war in time of peace, nor to 
go to war in time of war,

A niXT AT SINISTER DESIGN'S. 


The taxes which are now so burden- 


some to the people will continue to 
be collected, and will rather be in- 
creased than otherwise. 
No hope cf 


economical administration can be in- 
dulged ia. while such permanent and 
lavish expenditure is provided for. 


It is -well understood that the great 


corporate interests of the country are 
demanding: this large standing army. 
Their reasons for such a demand arc 
too obvious to be pointed out. The 
interests want force to enforce their 
demands, and a president dominated 
by such interests would have, with 
such a standing army, the means at 
hia hand to invade the liberties of the 
people, to suppress freedom of speech 
ar.d to desecrate the ballot bcx itself. 


It is tisodless, however, to continue 


to point out the evils of this biii; suf- 
fice It to say that toth in form and 
substance it overturns the policy which 
has been pursued so successfully by 
this sovernment for so maay years and 
launches the country upon a course 
which ran only terminate in the de- 
struction of the liberties of the peopla.

owed it to the country to present to 
the house of representatives a substi- 
tute for the bill reported by the ma- 
jority.

Blent has determined to hoist the flag 
over another island 
iar out ia the 


Pacific ccean. 


Orders were sent out to the com- 


mander of the Eennington, Captain 
TauEsie, to proceed at once to take 
possession in the name of the United 
States government of Wake island, ly- 
ing in latitude 19 north, longitude !«•> 
east. It is distant about 2,000 miles 
from Nihau. the westermost of the Ha- 
waiian islands, and 1,300 miles east 
from Guam. It is almost in a. direct 
line between these possessions of the 
United States and is admirably adapt- 
ed for use as a station for a Pacific 
cable to connect the Philippines with 
Hawaii and the United States. It is 
about three miles in length and en- 
closes a lagoon of salt water. 
The 


average height cf the island is eight 
feet above high tide. It is scarcely 
capable in itself of sustaining life, but 
it is expected that a cable station can 


e maintained without difficulty by thn 
rection of 3- condenser 
to 
supply 


resh water. 


Some station in this locality is deem- 
d to bs absolutely necessary to the 
maintenance of a cable, and for that 
eason the American peace ccmmis- 
ioners at Paris endeavored to secure 
)ne of the Caroline islands, but with- 
>ut success. Waks island is said to be 
by right already American territory, 
or in 1851 Admiral Wilkes surveyed 
he place and asserted title. It is not 
nhabited so far as known at the pres- 
ent time, though in the past some 
guano gatherers have temporarily lived 
on the island. 


The Bennington is now at Honolulu 


and the orders to her go out by steam- 
er. After hoisting the flag on Wake 
island she will proceed to Guam and 
make the survey cf the island which 
was ordered some time ago. She has 
already completed a survey of Pearl 
harbor, seven miles from Honolulu, 
which will form the foundation of the 
government's plans for the enlarge- 
ment 
of the harbor there and the 


straightening of the channel connect- 
ing the inner harbor with the ocean.

In 1S98. having saver 
enough money to gratify bis desire ot 
visiting his birthplace, be took passage 
from .New York Uufortnnateiy he wa 
robbed of bis savings on the steame 
and arrived in Switzerland in a desti 
tats condition. Tho £v.-iss law pro 
claims 'once a Swiss citizen always a 
Swiss citizen,' in spite of the fact of c 
native's prolonged absence in auothe 
country and of his swearing allegianc 
to and becoming £> citizen thereof, thn 
making a pscnliar dnality of citizen 
ship. The knowledge of this law of his 
native cccutry induced Gerber to apply 
for admissira to a labor colony, a kind 
of pctilic workhonse in Berne.

work be was pnt to was hard, while 
tha food, so he told me, was entirely in- 
sufficient. 
His bope of getting back to 


the Ousted States and his continncns 
harping thereon earned for him 
the 


name of a homesick ineiauehciiac. and 
he was sens fcr mental examination to 
a hospital.

The Philippine islander lives closo to 


nature and therefore uses tbe eating 
utensils with which nature has provid- 
ed him. 
It is just like killing snakes 


for him to jab bis long finger nailed 
"mitt" into tha family pot of "ar- 
roya," or rire, squeeze, together a mass 
winch he knows by instinct will fit1 bis 
month, and with a graceful flourish 
which serves to balance any ^ loose 
grains of the rice which are iu danger 
of falling off he makes the conveyance, 
and with a gulp down goes tbe rice. 
The nest reach is for the bowl in which 
there ia probably a concoction of clams, 
helllish and small shrimps. 
With his 


anny finger nails, which are seldom 
rimmed sb^rt, he fishes out a tidbit 
rom tha bottom of the rcess and con- 
eys it to his mouth with as much of 
he oily sonp around it as possible. Ee- 
ween'haudi'uls of sncn dainties as 
oasted pigs' ears and pnroes of garlic 
nd small peas there always goes the 
stfn! of rice. It is generally the cus- 
om to pcur a little oil ou a portion of 
ice to mak« it stick together or taste 
setter. 
It is an entertaining but not always 


appetizing sight to happen in upon tbe 


ine family ot mealtime. The 


dining table is similar to the bed and, in 
act, may be the same in many instances. 
.t is just as high as the ordinary bed, 
which is made entirely from bamboo, 
aud is iu dimensions about 4 feet by 6. 
Tb* tablewaro, which usually consists 
of earthen vessels, is arranged conven- 
iently near the edge of tbe table wharo 
ibe majority of the family is to sit. 
Philippine benches, consisting of a wal- 
nut board with tbe legs thrust through 
mortifies and running off in milk stool 
fashion, are drawn up close to the ta- 
ble, their surfaces coming about even 
with it. It seems to make little differ- 
ence whether the members of the fam- 
ily occupy the benches or the table it- 
self, as most of tbem invariably squat 
at tbeir meals the same as they do at 
almost every ether household occupa- 
tion, snch as washing clothes aud clean- 
ing. By sitting squarely on a bench 
tbe knees would preclude the possibil- 
ity of allowing an easy reach for tho 
food to be made. The man of the house, 
therefore, generally plants his two feet 
—bare, of course—firmly on the bench 
where he would sit and proceeds to 
bring his body down to a position 
where ho can buug bis chin on his knee 
iu case his jaws get tired. 


The housewife, 
almost invariably 


with a yonng babe in her arms, usually 
gits cross legged on tbe table and acts 
as a sort of guardian for tho fare, wbicb 
is attacked witb considerable severity 
by the horde of half naked pickaninnies. 
The meal proceeds with bright Tagalic 
repartee and ooiivKtsultuu »«»uu\vjoueu 
in between gnlpsof rice. As tho portion 
of each is in a common dish, there is 
seldom a great amount of chatter, for 
it behooves one to see tbat his share of 
tbe meal does not go down his brother's 
throat. 


Cook stoves aro rarities among tlie 


natives. 
It is safe to say they would 


not kuow how to use one if they bad it. 
Tbeir cooking place is of pottery ware 
aud in tbe shape, of a big bowl with one 
tide turned down. On tbn opposite side 
thcro are throe small projections which 
hold up the, pot or frying pun, which- 
ever happens to bo in use. A tiny tilir/.e 
is started iu I ho bowl, which sits wher- 
ever it is convenient, generally in tbe 
living room ilsuif.

not contain a bloodier, more jjrcwsome 
fcile. Cattle is entirely & luisumuer 
when applied to the slaughter of the 
12,000 or 15,000 human beings whs 
perished there. The best friends of tho 
victors, the stauchest advocates of tbo 
triumph of civilization over barbarism 
canuot describe it in less gloomy terms 
than as a necessary massacre. It dem- 
onstrated ou?e more that tho courage of 
fanaticism is superior to that of civili- 
zation. Courage is perhaps the wrong 
word to apply to the reckless bravado 
with which hordes of dervishes rushed 
to death which was as futile and us in- 
evitable as if they had fluug themselves 
over 2 pieciiiii*. Nevertheless it ia im- 
possible to withhold a tribute of admi- 
ration cf their savage valor which spared 
nothing iu its sacrifice to Allah. 


It will require au effort to realise iu 


reading the following extracts from the 
record of this day of carnage that one 
is not dealing with one of Rider Hag 
gard's bloody chapters of African ro 
uianco. Tho killing is so wholesale, the 
slaughter is BO complete, that it it dilli 
cult to believe that it- is a story of autu- 
ality at iho end uf the nineteenth cen- 
tury. This is G. W. Stcovens1 account 
in The- Daily Slail cf tbo first attack by 
the dervishes upon the Dritish, and 
Egyptian lim;s: 


"It was how half past {!. The flags 


•eemed still very distant, tho rr.ur very 
faint aud tbo thud of our lirst gun was 
almost startling. It may have startled 
them, too, but it startled them into life 
Tbo line of flags swung forward, and a 
mass of white liying linen swung for 
ward with it too.

government would set apart such weap- 
ons aud accouterments as it may not 
need for its own use and sell them with 
n certificate of their authenticity they 
would command a good market It hat 
even been estiuinind that a Spanish 
rifle which bad been used in defending 
the enemy's works against the assaults 
of our troops would bring a good 
enough price to purchase a new rifla of 
the best make for some American sol- 
dier. 


In other words, it is believed tbat 


the government conld tak« the entire 
stock of captured arms, obsolete ammu- 
nition and equipments and with a lit- 
tle advertising dispose of them for 
enough to purchase an equivalent stock 
of now and modern material which 
ronld bo put to immediate practical use 
iu our own army. There would be a 
precedent for this in the periodical ad- 
vertisement and sale by the governrnen; 
of condemned weapons aad ammuni- 
tion. Most of this material is new and 
has never been brought into use, but 
has been superseded liy Koma more satis- 
factory device. In this way it is often 
possibie to pick np an excellent rifle, in 
as good condition as when it left the 
factory, for $3 or $8 which it would be 
impossible to purchase at first hand for 
less than ten times as much. Cutlasses, 
sabers, horse pistols, cavalry trappings, 
etc., are often sold thus for a mere song 
and are bought by ready mado clothing 
dealers and other retail merchants, who 
present them to tbeir cuntorners us sou- 
venirs of or premiums 011 iargu pur- 
chases.

In the Krag-Jorgensen 
rifle the cartridges are placed in the gun 
ene by one, and the gun is so designed 
that it may be used as a single loader, 
the magazine being detached or "cut 
off" for that purpose. Our cartridge 
belts are deemed superior in style, and 
even in the event of our adopting the 
Spanish type of belt for uniform pur-
